THE SORGHUM CROP. 


How and -Wben to Hnrreet It—Feedlnp 


Sorjbnm to Ca*tl«. 


A KansaB oantribntor to Tho Breed- 


er's Gazette gives some interesting 
points of genera] interest conoeiDing tbe 
Eorghnm crop. First he tells that tbe 
seed preferred ia Kansas is tbe orange 
amber. He writes: 
«• 


Wo generally plant about 100 acres In 


Borgbnm every year. Onr first sowing 
is about 40 acres and -wo then BOW about 
80 acres at a time about three weeks 
apait. The object ot thie is to arrange 
so that it oim all be harvested before it 
gote too ripe, ipst as the heads begin 
to nppear and before it gets in bloom 
we harvest it. W« use a pony binder for 
this purpose. With this machine we out 
about eight acres per day. Tbe second 
day after it is cut we put it np in small 
shocks, from 9 to 12 brandies in a shock, 
then we lot it stand for about 80 days. 
Wo then stack it In the first place, we 
bnild ventilators, made of two by fours, 
8 feet long and set together in an A 
shape. 


The Forghum is stacked tho samo as 


wheat and oats. Wo-.have quite fre- 
quently fiid sorghum that w~as two years 
old with good results. We alVays-like 
to feed our cano early, and all •unstaok- 
ed sorghum should be fod before tbtclst 
of January, as the heavy freezing and 
thawi.TR destroys tho saccharine matter 
and sours tho. sorghum and forms an 
acid which destroys all the . fattening 
quality the sorghum possesses. .. 


Sorghum should never be fed whon 


allowed to ripen, agothonoattte^-wiU

When sorghum is fed 
before tho seed it; allowed to bloom, 
there is no more danger in feeding it 
than in feeding timothy hay or clover. 
We have bad 1 a years' experience iu 
foodiug sorghum and find it the most 
profitable crop for forage that oan be 
raised. We harvest from six to ten tons 
to the aore,_and the cost for cutting,' 
binding and"''putting in shock is about 
40 cents per ton. By the old way, vyhou 
wo stacked it, the cost was 60 cents per 
ton. Oar experience has been iu feed- 
ing it to pare bred cattle, all the time. 
Wo find cut fodder fed with grain 
makes excellent feed "for calvec, espe- 
cially whoir they are'-highly • fed.- It 
keeps tbein from scouring and'-makea 
them very fat. The sorghum crop is 
much more profitable than millet or 
kufQr corn, ami it is a better fat pro- 
ducing ioragp plant.

In our opinion, th'o very befit way to 


apply wood "ashes is to broadcast them 
after plowing - ai!d thoroughly harrow 
them into ihe soil. Wo would do this 
before planting. In case of meadows or 
prain it is of course impossible to ap- 
ply ashes in this way. Iu enoh case we 
would broadcast the ashes in spring, if 
possible before growth starts. Tho prac- 
tice cf applying atthes to young clover 
after harvesting tbe grain is often fol- 
lowed and givfls good results on the 
crop, but to obtain the greatest benefit 
to tho soil ashes or lime should be har- 
rowed in. Ashes contain coueiderabla 
lime, therefore their action on the soil 
is much the same as that of lime,— 
Rural Now Yorker.

At all events, 
the statement proves that it is quite possi- 
ble that caterpillars have memories. 


"Hero Is another' example relative to 


.inollusks. A civil ecglncst wroto to me 
as follows: 'While at Courseulles-sur-Mer 
I watched with curiosity the oyster floats. 
Noticing n workman at low tide shoveling 
out a grunt quantity of oysters upon a de- 
clivity, so us to keep thorn completely dry, 
I asked him what wan tho utility of the 
operation.

wero to be sent to Purls, but thnt before 
sending thoni it wus ncccBfiury to educate 
UHMIJ iind t<?noh them to economize the 
wiirer In their shells.

;.inoc-it-rocollecls its sufferings from the 
imprudent opening of Its shell whon It is 
not in the water nnd hnows enough to 
kern itfidf shut when In n basket.1 


"But here is another example In regard 


to ilshi's. It is given by M. Pierre Megnln 
nf tho Elovour. 'It IB r"*r, necessary to 
travel very fur,' lio SHVS, • . > got tho evi- 
dence of memory nroong lleln-'s. One need 
only to go to Fontainebleau and look at 
the historic carp in tho ponds of tho castle. 
I often went there nomo years ago when I 
was cinnpod in the forest with my rogi-. 
moiit during tho firing exorcises. There Is 
one rtjiot' behind tho castle where people 
amuse themselves by throwing bread and 
fruit to tho carp. The little pieces of bread 
arc eagerly devoured and fought for by 
the fish. But, If nn apple in thrown In, tho 
fish, recognizing It, pnss It by disdainfully. 
They know by experience that tho thing 
is beyond thy power of their JMWS. 
" 'There is one trick which is often 


playod upon them, and that Is to throw to 
them an entire loaf and as bard a loaf as 
can bo procured. Tho carp poke their noses 
at It and retire, keeping it in view. 
They, 


surround it, remaining at a little distance 
Irani it. Ono big old fellow approaches it 
from time to time to ascertain the progress

In this thoro is not 
only evidence of memory, but also.tho 
proof of a complex Intellectual operation.' 


"M. 'Pierre Me/?nln may bo right, be- 


cause it is very difficult to explain in any 
other way than by cerebral action that 
series of facts, In somo degree reasoned out, 
exhibiting the carp waiting for tho soften- 
ing of tho hard bread every time it Is 
thrown to them,"

eomakulr, and Its peculiarity is that it 
turns black before approaching rain, while

to be a sort of fossil, mixed with ola-y, 
rook salt and niter. When the air Is moist, 
the suit turns block; when tbo air is'fliT, 
the salt shows In white spots on the sur-
